By means of inter-availability arrangements 
between the railway companies and the air services pas- 
sengers holding ordinary return air tickets may, if they 
wish, exchange the return half at a railway booking office 
for a first-class single ticket. The companies concerned 
have agreed that this privilege shall also apply in respect 
of the special “ conference” tickets issued for the Belfast 
Meeting, the supplement payable being the difference 
between the value of the return half of the rail ticket 
and the full air fare.

TAKING THE CAR TO NORTHERN IRELAND 


In view of the fact that many English and Scottish 
motorists are unfamiliar with motoring laws and conditions 
in Northern Ireland, the following details are given for the 
benefit of those members of the British Medical Associa- 
tion attending the Annual Meeting in Belfast who con- 
template transporting their cars to the Ulster capital. 


First and foremost the important fact must be empha- 
sized that no Customs barrier exists between Northern 
Ireland and Great Britain. Therefore when the car has 
been disembarked on Northern Ireland soil the British 
motorist has no concern with irritating Customs formalities. 
Furthermore, motoring laws and regulations operating in 
Northern Ireland are practically identical with those in 
force throughout Great Britain with the one important 
exception—that a general speed limit for motorists is not 
applicable to this province. The visitor’s driving licence, 
his Road Fund tax, and, in almost every instance, his 
insurance policy are all valid for a temporary stay in 
Northern Ireland. So it will be obvious that once transport 
arrangements are completed the motorist is entitled tc 
drive where he chooses in this part of Ireland. 


Transport by Sea 


When considering a motoring holiday in Northern 
Ireland transport by sea is an important question to the 
motorist from Britain. There is a fairly wide choice of 
shipping services operating between English, Scottish, and 
Northern Irish ports. For example, daily sailings take place 
between Liverpool and Belfast, Heysham and Belfast, and 
Glasgow and Belfast ; cars may also be shipped daily between 
Stranraer and Larne. During the summer period—that is, 
from May | until September 30—morning and evening services 
operate between the last-named ports. 

In addition to the foregoing, steamship services operate 
between London, Plymouth, Southampton, and Belfast. Full 
particulars of sailings, freight charges for cars, and passengef 
fares are as follows: :

On each of the services mentioned a motor car may now be 
shipped outward and return by the same route at a freight 
charge of fare and a half, provided the car is accompanied by 
two adult passengers for whom return tickets are taken. 

The Automobile Association, which has efficient Port 
Officers at all ports mentioned who will supervise loading and 
unloading operations. will be pleased to relieve the member of 
all matters connected with the shipment of vehicles. The A.A. 
will reserve space for cars, book any passenger accommodation 
required, procure passenger tickets, and, in other words, com- 
plete negotiations on behalf of members so that the visitor is 
free from any petty annoyances connected with this aspect of 
his holiday. An important point to be remembered is that during 
the summer months—and this year will certainly be no exception 
—steamship bookings are particularly heavy, and it is very desirable 
that lengthy notice should be given to either the shipping company 
direct or to the A.A., to ensure that the required accommodation 
can be secured. 

Irish Free State-——Those visitors who wish to embrace the 
Irish Free State in their tour should bear in mind that impor- 
tant Customs formalities must be complied with before a 
motor vehicle can be taken across the land frontier between 
Northern Ireland and the Irish Free State. Customs papers, 
international licence, and “ G.B.” plate are required. Further- 
more, third party insurance is compulsory in the Free State, 
and it is essential for every visitor to have an Irish Free 
State certificate of insurance valid for the period of stay. 
Those who are interested should make application to the 
nearest A.A. Branch Office, or to the Belfast Office of the 
association at Fanum House, 5, Oxford Street, when full 
particulars of Customs requirements will be readily advanced. 
The R.A.C. will provide similar facilities for their members, 
and they advise intending visitors to get into early communica- 
tion with their head office, Pall Mall, London, S.W.1. 
Alternatively, if the arrangements are not made before leaving 
England, provided the Irish Free State certificate of insurance 
and also the British registration book can be produced, the 
Ulster branch office of the R.A.C., 65, Chichester Street, 
Belfast, will issue the necessary documents. 

Motorists desiring further information should apply to 
either the A.A. or the R.A.C. for the appropriate guide-book. 
The Ulster Tourist Development Association, 6, Royal 
Avenue, Belfast, have a very useful volume on motoring, 
which includes a number of tours in and around Belfast and 
in Northern Ireland generally.

METROPOLITAN COUNTIES BRANCH 
OF THE B.M.A. 
ANNUAL GENERAL MEETING 


The annual general meeting of the Metropolitan Counties 
Branch of the Association was held at the B.M.A. House, 
Tavistock Square, on July 2. The retiring president, Dr. 
Percy B. SpurGIN, was in the chair for the first part of 
the proceedings. 

The report of the Branch Council, which was adopted 
without any discussion being raised, stated that the 
membership of the Branch now stood at 4,488, a gain of 
thirty on the year. The Divisions had had a year of 
satisfactory activity. Special reference was made to the 
appointment of Dr. A. K. Gibson as a whole-time regional 
secretary to deal with organization in the London area. 
Since his appointment three months ago Dr. Gibson had 
been in touch with chairmen and secretaries of Divisions, 
and had been endeavouring to ascertain the directions in 
which organization could best be applied and the most 
suitable way in each area of dealing with any local diffi- 
culties. Reference was also made in the report to the 
extension of the London Public Medical Service to. persons 
with incomes up to the limit of £550 per annum ; to the 
situation arising under the Midwives Act, 1936, in con- 
nexion with which deputations from the Branch had met 
the Chief Medical Officer of the London County Council 
and representatives of the Middlesex County Council ; and 
to the establishment by the Branch Council of a special 
committee for dealing with service questions affecting 
medical officers employed by the L.C.C. 

The report of the representatives of the Branch on the 
Central Council, a narrative of the principal matters which 
had come before the Council during the year, was also 
received.

It was agreed that in view of the appointment of Dr. A. K. 
Gibson as permanent regional secretary the rule which 
required two honorary secretaries to be appointed should 
be amended, and that from henceforth one secretary only 
should be appointed. Dr. Alistair French was thereupon 
appointed honorary secretary, and the thanks of the 
meeting were accorded to the retiring honorary secretaries, 
Dr. C. J. B. Buchan and Dr. Keith Gibson, for their 
services. 


Dr. SpuRGIN, in inducting Dr. William Paterson into 
the chair, presented the Council of the Branch with a 
gavel, something, he said, which he had missed during 
his year of office. On the motion of Mr. McApbam 
Eccies, seconded by Dr. C. F. T. Scott, a vote of 
thanks to Dr. Spurgin for his services in the chair and 
for his gift was carried with acclamation. 


Preventive Medicine and the General Practitioner 


Dr. WiLttaAM Paterson then proceeded to deliver his 
presidential address, a practical talk on “ Preventive Medi- 
cine and the General Practitioner.” He began by laying 
down certain™propositions: that if a person was in any 
way concerned about his health the only sensible thing 
for him to do was to consult his family doctor ; that 
every doctor must give serious attention to any complaint 
his patient might make, remembering, as an Edinburgh 
professor used to remind his students, that “a pimple on 
a man’s nose is of more concern to him than a cancer 
on his neighbour’s back”; and that the family doctor 
must pay more regard to prevention, taking every oppor- 
tunity of advising his patient how to get better health. He 
added the further propositions that if the State decided 
to provide any medical service for the individual the first 
and most important thing to ensure was that the indi- 
vidual was in a position to consult a family doctor ; it 
was also important in dealing with the health of the 
nation that things should be done in proper order and 
proportion, and not because of popular clamour. 

The business of the general practitioner (Dr. Paterson 
continued) was primarily to diagnose and treat disease, 
His training in the past had been mainly directed to this 
end, but it was now tending more and more also 
towards prevention. Treatment indeed implied _pre- 
vention. Opportunities for practising preventive medi- 
cine occurred mainly in the course of treatment. The 
patient might be advised on the prevention of recurrence 
of the disease, on defects in his body, constitution, or 
habits, and on dietetic and other adjustments, so that his 
condition might be improved and his powers of resistance 
strengthened. His mental condition also might require 
attention. The opportunities for giving advice in the 
preventive direction arose more or less accidentally, de- 
pending on the inclination or ability of the doctor to give 
and of the patient to receive. If patients were merely 
concerned—as most of them were—with getting well 
quickly and trusting to luck for future health, it was 
useless for the practitioner to waste valuable time giving 
unwanted advice. If the public could be made to realize 
the many ways in which the family doctor was able to 
help on being consulted early about things which might 
seem trivial, a large field of opportunity would be opened 
up. A regular medical overhaul might be utopian at 
present, but a friendly talk with the family doctor at a 
convenient time should be encouraged. 

In the way of more obvious preventive medicine the 
doctor was called upon for various procedures. He vac- 
cinated the baby, or used to do so; later he might 
immunize the child against diphtheria. In the case of 
the young man going abroad he gave inoculations to 
prevent typhoid and other diseases, and if presently he 
developed diabetes or pernicious anaemia it fell to the 
practitioner to instruct him in the self-injection of insulin 
or liver extract. Again, if the man, or more likely his 
wife, showed certain symptoms, the assistance of an 
endocrinologist might be called in who would advise 
various other injections. These procedures were expen- 
sive, but if the need for them went on increasing and if, 
apparently, health could only be obtained at the point 
of the hypodermic needle, the community might begin to 
think that the doctors, however clever in discovering this 
complicated treatment, must be on wrong lines and that 
there should be some means of keeping people healthy 
without these expensive and inconvenient measures. The 
community would be right, and the remedy lay in teaching 
the people to live properly. After all, the average man 
—in spite of great difficulties which had threatened his 
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existence—had managed to survive, and his secret of 
survival must lie in proper living, with sufficient and 
regular work and sleep, both alike under proper condi- 
tions, and sufficient time for the recreational exercise of 
those parts of body and mind not exercised in the course 
of his work. 


CONTINUITY OF TREATMENT THROUGH THE FAMILY DOCTOR 


Everyone was more or less familiar with the work of 
the State and the local authorities in improving indi- 
vidual environment, education, and habit. This had led 
to better health all round, but as to how much remained 
to be done reference might be made to Sir Henry Bracken- 
bury’s Patient and Doctor. But when it came to dealing 
with the individual a mistake seemed to have been made. 
The cure and prevention of disease being the business of 
the family doctor, with the assistance of the facilities set 
out in the British Medical Association’s proposals for a 
general medical service for the nation and in its memo- 
randum on the establishment of a national maternity 
service scheme, one would have expected the State to do 
something to help the family doctor to cure or prevent 
those diseases which statistically were shown to be most 
prevalent. On the contrary, there was a tendency to take 
them out of his hands and deal with them in a way which 
might handicap him in regard to his patient as a whole. 

Parents, for example, were urged to take their children 
to the welfare clinics for examination, advice, and the 
treatment of minor ailments, and the family doctor, who 
was familiar with the home conditions, might afterwards 
be asked to treat the child, of whom previously he had had 
no knowledge, while he was quite unaware of what had 
been done at the clinic. It was the family doctor who 
should send the child to the clinic when special advice was 
necessary, when treatment could be better done by a 
nurse, or when special treatment which he could not give 
personally was required. He had nothing to say against 
the work of the clinic doctor; as far as it went it was 
excellent, and had done much good in its limited sphere. 
But the clinics as run at present interfered with continuity 
of treatment and tended to prevent the formation of the 
habit of consulting the family doctor—a habit which 
might save the patient from drifting into the unhealthy 
mental atmosphere of the out-patient waiting-room. 

Maternity service offered another example of a field of 
prevention which had been filched from the family doctor. 
Why not let the doctor do the work he had always done 
and provide him with the necessary facilities as set out in 
the B.M.A. National Maternity Service Scheme? To pro- 
vide hospital accommodation for every pregnant woman 
was a waste of public funds, which would be much better 
spent in helping the woman to help herself and provide 
medical advice and attention for herself and her family. 

The relations between practitioners and the clinics were 
not what they ought to be, and the sooner all concerned 
got together to consider an improvement the better for 
the public. The Metropolitan Counties Branch was 
making an effort to arrange such a conference in London. 
lt was also arranging a post-graduate course in midwifery 
for family doctors who wanted it, and was endeavouring 
to bring those who practised midwifery in contact with 
obstetric specialists in their areas. Someone must be 
responsible for continuous treatment and prevention of 
disease in the individual considered as a whole, and that 
person should be the family doctor. 


PUBLICITY OF HEALTH MATTERS 


Macpherson Laurie, in his book Nature Hits Back, said 
that the “beginnings of disease are in the chemists 
Shops.” Too many people treated themselves by patent 
medicines and allowed their disease to become well 
established before seeking medical advice. Numbers of 
chemists still gave advice and medicine. It would seem 
reasonable to make it a condition for inclusion on the 
panel of chemists under national health insurance that 
the chemist should confine himself to dispensing and to 
Selling articles which were asked for by name. Dr. Pater- 


son mentioned also the treatment of ophthalmic condi- 
tions as a field which had been exploited by the un- 
qualified. Here again the British Medical Association, 
with the co-operation of the dispensing opticians, had set 
up a good and inexpensive system to which every family 
doctor should give his support. 

It was a grave mistake, he considered, on the part of 
politicians and others to draw the attention of the public 
to any particular disease. In that way much unnecessary 
anxiety was caused. The fear of maternal mortality and 
of cancer were two leading examples. It did not seem 
wise to attempt to cure physical disease in some by sub- 
stituting mental disease, the product of fear, in others. 
There was much concern in some quarters, again, over the 
decline in the birth rate. Population did not depend for 
its increase on individual health measures. In India or 
China, where little or nothing was done for the health of 
the individual, it increased more rapidly than anywhere. 
The women of those countries had not been terrified by 
Statements by a Minister of Health or anyone else. It 
might be a factor in combating birth prevention if there 
were an Act to prevent the mention of maternal mor- 
tality or statistics of disease outside medical circles! 
Perhaps to this might be added the suggestion for a 
mental examination of those who aspired to election to 
public bodies and Parliament, with a period in a rest 
home if necessary to encourage them to think before they 
spoke! 

In conclusion Dr. Paterson referred to the important 
year before the Branch, and asked for hearty support for 
the work that the new regional secretary, Dr. Gibson, 
was doing in bringing together all those concerned with 
the cure and prevention of disease. The fight against 
disease, of course, would never end, but “if we are not 
winning we are losing.” Preventive and curative medi- 
cine could not be separated, but better health should be 
sought in the peace of the home; it could hardly be 
achieved in the excitement of the “ hustings.” 

Sir WitttaM I. pe Courcy WHEELER proposed a vote 
of thanks to Dr. Paterson, which was seconded by Dr. 
ALFRED Cox, and supported by Dr. E. H. T. Nasu, who 
expressed the hope that the address would have some 
important effect in bridging the gap between public health 
services and the services of the general practitioner.

ANNUAL EXHIBITION AT BELFAST 


SOME NEW INTRODUCTIONS 


The Irish Sea may be partly responsible for a somewhat 
smaller Exhibition than usual at the forthcoming Annual 
Meeting at Belfast, but the sixty firms who will exhibit 
are well representative of the various industries and crafts 
that serve the medical profession. The Exhibition, which 
will be officially opened on Tuesday, July 20, is housed 
in the famous Ulster Hall, where the Reception Room 
also is situated, in the very centre of the city, and only a 
short distance from Queen’s University, where the Sections 
assemble. This commercial display is really an appendage 
to the scientific side of the Annual Meeting, and what is 
shown or demonstrated at the stands in technical equip- 
ment or chemical and pharmaceutical products will in 
some cases enable the sectional discussions to be better 
appreciated. In this preliminary notice it is only possible 
to touch on some of the outstanding exhibits. 


Surgical and Orthopaedic Appliances 


“Surgical appliances” comes first in the title of the 
Exhibition, and it will be convenient first to glance at 
some of these. As usual, a large collection of instruments 
of every kind will be found at the stand of Down Bros., 
Lid., very many of them the result of suggestions by 
surgeons themselves. Included in these are several modi- 
fications of Smith-Petersen’s tri-fin nail, which, as those 
who have studied the “Preparations and Appliances ~ 
column in the Journal during the past year will be aware, 
has been exercising a good many ingenious minds. A new 
model of the self-retaining knee retractor by Jackson 
Burrows, which was illustrated in the Journal of February 
6 (p. 273), will be seen, and other devices will include 
the Green-Armytage forceps for lower segment Caesarean 
operation and J. Crosbie Ross’s modification of Young's 
boomerang needle. 

One of the instruments shown for the first time by 
Mayer and Phelps, Ltd., will be the modified broncho- 
scope by McGibbon, which was the subject of an illus- 
trated article in the Journal! of June 5 (p. 1162). Another 
device of interest on the same stand will be a radon seed 
applicator for palliative treatment of carcinoma of the 
gullet. This instrument, so designed as to place the seeds 
in exactly the required grouping, has also been described 
and illustrated (January 16, p. 125). A ward lamp recently 
made for St. George’s Hospital, an improved suction 
pump, and a phantom for teaching obstetrics are among 
the other exhibits of this firm. 

The exhibits of John Weiss and Son, Ltd., will include 
the trocar and cannula described in the Journal of January 
23 (p. 173) for the withdrawal of blood for transfusion 
and in certain cases for the administration of fluids by 
the intravenous route. Other designs of interest will in- 
clude a pelvimeter for x-ray mensuration, a new hare-lip 
chisel knife, a needle-catching forceps likely to be of 
assistance in deep sewing operations, and improved instru- 
ments for ophthalmic surgery. 

The Holborn Surgical Instrument Co., Ltd., is showing 
Pridie’s modification of Hey Groves’s introducer for femur 
nails, also a universal femur splint by Pridie. A glass 
tank with rubber-lined lid for storing tubes of catgut 
offers some points of interest, as do a number of illumin- 
ating devices, including a lamp for giving transillumina- 
tion of the frontal sinus, a new focusing pocket torch, 
and a miniature transformer for reducing house current 
to the low voltage necessary for a small examination 
lamp. 

A range of equipment for the treatment of fractures is 
exhibited by the London Splint Company (F. I. Seamann). 
Among the items shown are a reduction apparatus for use 
on the long bones (in conjunction with plaster-of-Paris), 
plaster cast cutters of a new type, aluminium splints of 


various designs, fracture beds with provision for lowering 
the bed away from the patient when necessary instead of 
raising the patient, and an oxygen tent of which simplicity 
and portability are the features. 


Accessories, Dressings, Ligatures 


A Belfast firm, newcomers to the Exhibition, John 
Clarke and Co. (Successors), Ltd., are showing an adapta- 
tion of the angle-poise lamp to post-mortem work, the 
lamp hanging from the ceiling and out of the way of the 
operator ; also an oxygen injection apparatus in a small 
portable outfit, a special syringe for intravenous glucose 
injection, and an instrument for the easy breaking of 
catgut tubes avoiding the tearing of rubber gloves. 

A firm exhibiting for the first time in these islands 
is Silten, Ltd., which proposes to show a series of suction 
and pressure pumps for removing liquids of various kinds 
at operation ; also a pump for artificial emptying of the 
breast, a device which is apparently in use in a very 
large number of Continental clinics. This firm is also 
showing a pharmaceutical side, with various tablets and 
inhalants, the outstanding preparation being leucotropin 
for intravenous and intramuscular injection in a number 
of rheumatic and other conditions. 

T. J. Smith and Nephew, Ltd., are drawing special 
attention to their elastoplast occlusive wound dressings 
with rounded corners and made to comply with the 
national health insurance specification for elastic adhesive 
wound dressing which came into force on July 1. Other 
recent introductions are elastoplast plasters on the con- 
venient snap spools, some special elastic cloth bandages, 
and a surgery case of dressings strips. This last contains 
one-yard lengths of three widths of strip. The special 
exhibit of Edward Taylor, Ltd., manufacturers of medical 
and surgical plasters, will be a first-aid wound dressing 
with non-fraying edge, a manifest improvement in a 
dressing of this character. The London Hospital Ligature 
Department is exhibiting a new model of eyeless needle 
(Souttar) in the shape of a small ophthalmic or cleft palate 
needle, which can also be used for very fine plastic 


suturing. 
Light and Electro-medica! Apparatus 


A redesigned model of the Kromayer lamp will be on 
view at the stand of Hanovia Ltd. The form and in- 
tensity of the burner are the only factors which remain 
unchanged ; every other component of the lamp has been 
altered to give improved electrical connexions, with safety 
earthing lines throughout and improved water circulation 
from a silent automatic pump. It is embodied in a more 
compact unit, the tidiness and smooth hygienic finish of 
which will be appreciated. Other lamps for ultra-violet 
and infra-red are on view. 

Two appliances displayed for the first time and com- 
paratively new to the profession are. being shown by 
General Radiological Ltd. One is a_ high-frequency 
cadmium lamp—a new and inexpensive ultra-violet unit 
for use in conjunction with valve apparatus for short- 
wave therapy. The lamp combines the spectra of the 
mercury vapour and the carbon arc. The other exhibit is 
the Siemens valve electrocardiograph, the principle of 
operation of which is a departure from other well-known 
types with string or coil galvanometer. In this instrument 
valve amplifiers are used in such a way as, it is claimed, 
to give a true representation of the electromotive power! 
of the heart (heart action voltage), with curves entirely 
free from distortion. The new valve electrocardiograph 
- supplied in several models differing only in their external 
orm. 

The well-known tycos sphygmomanometers are the special 
productions of the firm of Short and Mason, Ltd., 
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will be found exhibited in improved types. We referred 
last year to the passive vascular exerciser manufactured 
by this firm, but it is still sufficiently new to warrant 
mention again. Its purpose is to promote the establish- 
ment of an adequate collateral circulation in the ex- 
tremities. Remarkable advances in hearing aids have been 
made during recent months, and one of these develop- 
ments is being shown for the first time by General 
Acoustics Ltd. This is a miniature hearing aid in which 
the amplification is obtained from a tiny valve, tone 
control is secured from various receivers, and volume is 
also controlled to a fine degree. The new aid is of the 
table type and in size not more formidable than a novel 
from a circulating library. 


Vitamin and Other Laboratory Products 


, Fhe manufacturing chemist has been hard at work on 
new preparations during the year. A composite vitamin 
product is to be one of the principal exhibits at the stand 
of Parke, Davis and Co. This makes its appearance in 
capsules containing 6,200 international units of vitamin A, 
100 Sherman units of vitamin B,, 20 Sherman units of 
viiamin B,, 200 international units of vitamin C, and 900 
international units of vitamin D.. A range of antitoxins 
put forward by this firm includes the gonococcus anti- 
toxin and the gas-gangrene and tetanus gas-gangrene anti- 
toxin. This last, refined and concentrated, is given as con- 
taining 3,000 international uniis of tetanus antitoxin, 
2,000 of perfringens antitoxin, and 2,000 vibrion septique 
antitoxin—surely a remarkable example of chemical com- 
bination. 

On the always interesting stand of Burroughs Wellcome 
and Co. there will be a number of recently introduced 
products. One of these named ryzamin-B, a palatable 
syrupy preparation, embodies the purified and concen- 
trated vitamin-containing fraction of rice polishings. 
Another produce is the Russell viper venom, presented in 
a concentrated form under the name of stypven. A pre- 
paration of calcium gluconate and iron for addition to the 
dietary when these elements are inadequate ; protamine 
insulin (with zinc) in suspension, offered as an alternative 
to ordinary insulin, with the advantage of low solubility so 
that the blood-sugar lowering action is prolonged: a 
whooping-cough vaccine and a hydnocarpus oil prepara- 
tion for the treatment of lupus, and under trial for the 
treatment of leprosy, are other noteworthy “ B.W.” intro- 
ductions. 


The large number of new preparations shown by 
Crookes Laboratories (British Colloids Ltd.) include a 
compound halibut-oil ointment standardized to contain 
500 international units of vitamin A per gramme : a com- 
position of ferrous iron and yeast with traces of copper 
and manganese for the treatment of nutritional anaemia ; 
collosol kaolin suppositories in softened cocoa-butier base ; 
collosol lacto-kaolin with vitamin B, and collosol mercury 
sulphide. These in addition to the older collosols. 


Among the new preparations brought forward by Roche 
Products Ltd. will be a vitamin C product in 5-c.cm. 
ampoules, each ampoule providing 500 mg. vitamin C, 
or 10,000 international units. Last year at Oxford these 
laboratories issued an injectable vitamin B; preparation 
under the name of benerva. A similar preparation will 
be found offered for oral use in the form of tablets, each 
tablet corresponding to 500 international units of the 
Vitamin. The same firm is bringing forward a solution of 
pure bee venom for intracutaneous injection in rheumatic 
affections. Another example of combined medication is 
offered as a remedy for travel sickness. 


Chemotherapeutic Advances 


Bayer Products Ltd. are concentrating on a number of 
prontosil preparations. One of these, prontosil album. is 
a preparation of p-aminophenylsulphonamide, which, in 
the treatment of puerperal sepsis, was reported on by 


Foulis and Barr of Glasgow in the Journal of February 
27. It is offered in 0.5 gramme tablets. Prontosil soluble 
was one of the original chemotherapeutic remedies for the 
treatment of streptococcal (and it would now appear 
meningococcal) intections, and will again be shown, as will 
prontosil red, the original azo-dye preparation for oral 
administration in streptococcal infection. Among the 
other preparations at this stand will be found a mixture 
in powder form of physiological albuminoid substances 
obtained from intestinal mucous membrane for the oral 
and parenteral treatment of various allergic conditions. 
It bears the name of torantil. 

Two new preparations are being shown by Pharma- 
ceutical Specialities (May and Baker) Ltd. One of these, 
soluseptasine, is stated to be the first colourless sulphon- 
amide suitable for intramuscular and intravenous injec- 
tion to be made available to the medical profession. Some 
account of it will be found in the Journal of March 27 
(p. 666). The other, named planavit B,, is a preparation 
of the pure synthetic vitamin for parenteral administration 
in the treatment of polyneuritis and other conditions 
associated with B, deficiency. 

Streptocide, brought forward by Evans Sons Lescher and 
Webb, Lid., is another preparation of the sulphonamide 
class. For an account of its history and use the reader 
may turn to the Journal of January 9 (p. 77). It was 
primarily introduced for the treatment of haemolytic 
streptococcal infections, and has proved successful in pre- 
vention also. Another preparation from the Runcorn 
laboratories bears the name of keturex, an agreeably 
flavoured elixir containing ammonium mandelate with 
sodium acid phosphate. It is intended for the replace- 
ment of ketogenic diet in the treatment of urinary infec- 
tions. The firm is also showing a concentrated solution 
of calcium in organic combination for intravenous or 
intramuscular use. 

C. J. Hewlett and Son, Ltd., concentrate on two pre- 
parations, one of which again is a compound of the 
sulphonamide series, known as P.A.B.S. (to save repeating 
its eleven syllables), for rendering the blood bactericidal 
to streptococci ; while the other is ammonium mandelate 
syrup, a substitute for the more complex method of giving 
sodium mandelate and ammonium chloride separately to 
produce urinary disinfection, 


Biological and Pharmacological Preparations 


The new pfoduct which Glaxo Laboratories Ltd. will be 
showing is a liver extract for which it is claimed that it 
is the purest and most highly concentrated ever achieved 
on a manufacturing scale. This preparation, named 
examen, was the subject of a brief note in the Journal of 
June 26 (p. 1317). The special advantages of the prepara- 
tion are that it is painless in injection and does not 
provoke allergic reactions. 

Recent preparations by Boots Pure Drug Co., Lid., 
which will be seen at Belfast include a new gonadotropic 
hormone prepared from the serum of the pregnant mare, 
which stimulates the male and female gonads. It is put 
forward under the name of antostab for the treatment of 
conditions associated with anterior pituitary and ovarian 
dysfunction. Other preparations will be an oily solution 
of the corpus luteum hormone, an oily solution from pure 
crystalline oestrone benzoate, and a suspension of insulin 
with protamine and zinc. Humanized milk may also be 
seen at this stand. 

Two comparatively recent products from Oxo Ltd. are 
a brand of oestrin, consisting of a solution of oestradiol 
monobenzoate in concentration of 1,000 and 10,000 units 
per c.cm., and a preparation consisting of the anterior 
pituitary-like hormone issued in strengths of 100 and 500 
rat units and used in conditions arising from deficiency of 
gonadotropic hormone. Armour and Co., Ltd., are dis- 
playing some new liver concentrate capsules and a range 
of glanule preparations, including ovarian concentrate and 
substance, corpus luteum and orchic substances, and yellow 
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bone marrow concentrate. Synthetic hydrated mag- 
nesium trisilicate is put forward by Kaylene, Ltd., under 
the name of magsorbent, in pure form as a powder for 
use in severe cases of peptic ulcer and as chocolate- 
flavoured tablets for milder dyspepsias. Among the new 
products of Eli Lilly and Co., Ltd., attention will be drawn 
to undenatured bacterial antigens, also to capsules of bile 
salts, a new brand for oral bile salt therapy in certain 
conditions of the liver and gall-bladder. The compound 
is practically insoluble in water and acid media but 
soluble in alkaline solution. Anadin Ltd. will be showing 
the combined tablets which bear the firm’s name ; these 
have been on the market for some considerable time. 


Books 


Several bookstalls will furnish relief from the more 
commercial part of the Exhibition. The Oxford Univer- 
sity Press is intending to exhibit over thirty new works 
or new editions, some of them of a very substantial 
character, published within the last year. These include 
the seventh editions of Cunningham's Textbook of 


Anatomy and of Tweedy’s Practical Obstetrics and the 
fifth of Gunn's Introduction to Pharmacology. On the 
stand of H. K. Lewis and Co., Ltd., attention may be 
drawn to the second volume of Treatment in General 
Practice, being articles republished from the British 
Medical Journal, and The Endocrines in Theory and 
Practice, from the same source. The books shown by 
this firm cover a wide field of medical, public health, and 
scientific interest. 

A number of other stands have products which speak 
for themselves—Cadbury’s cocoa, Gaymer’s cider, 
Schweppes’ waters, Harrogate baths. Finally, the hope 
may be expressed that visitors will make their way to 
the stand of the British Medical Association, where the 
“grey books” and other publications will be on view, 
and the stands of its neighbours, the Medical Insurance 
Agency and the British Medical Bureau. The co-opera- 
tion of exhibitors has made possible this preliminary 
notice, but there remain some twenty firms who had not 
at so relatively early a date been able to settle the 
character of their display.

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IRISH FREE STATE MEDICAL UNION 
(I.M.A. AND B.M.A.) 
ANNUAL MEETING 


The annual meeting of the Irish Free State Medical Union 
was held in Dublin at the Royal College of Surgeons on 
June 3, when the President, Dr. CoNoR MAGUIRE, was in 
the chair, and there was a large attendance of members. 


Report and Statement of Accounts 


The report recorded that during the year 1936 the 
membership of the Union had increased from 778 to 871. 
The Insurance Bureau, as organized by the Irish Medical 
Association, and which effected all classes of insurance on 
specially advantageous terms, had continued to function 
for the benefit of members of the Union. 
volume of correspondence had been dealt with during the 
year concerning fees for immunization against diphtheria, 
fees for inspection of houses under the Urban Housing 
Acts, State witness fees, the operation of the Workmen's 
Compensation Act, 1934, the appointment of locumtenents 
nominated by medical officers when going on leave, etc. 
The opinion of Counsel had been taken on the question of 
the compulsory ,retirement of dispensary medical officers 
aged 65 or over, "and a summary of the opinion had been 
circulated. Counsel's opinion had also been taken on the 
question of the issue of medical certificates under the 
School Attendance Acts. Deputations had been received 
by the Minister for Local Government and Public Health 
and the Parliamentary Secretary to the Minister on the 
question of fees for immunization against diphtheria and 
emergency leave for dispensary medical officers. 


The audited accounts for 1936 were submitted, and 
showed that the income received, including sums cf 
#52 19s. 7d. from the liquidator of the Irish Medical 
Association and £190 6s. 9d. handed over by the Irish 
Medical Committee, was £1,838 15s. The expenses 
amounted to £774 4s. 10d., which included £151 10s. 9d. 
for incorporation fees, etc., leaving a _ balance of 
£1,064 10s. 2d. To this had to be added the invested 
capital tfansferred from the Irish Medical Association— 
namely, £943 8s. 5 per cent. Second National Loan and 
£341 10s. 9d. 34 per cent. Dublin Corporation Stock, 1944, 
both taken as at par. The arrears account at the end of 
the year stood at £362 Ss. The balance sheet showed 
assets amount to £2,711 13s. Ild. and liabilities to 
£310 4s. LId., leaving a surplus of £2,401 9s. 


Forthcoming Monthly Journal 


Dr. O'Leary, Spiddal, discussing several matters men- 
tioned in the report, deplored the lack of information 
given to members regarding the working of the Union, 
and commented on the absence of a journal. He thought 
that the Union should arrange that a medical secretary 
should visit the several branches and interview local bodies 
where desirable. The salaries paid by the Union were 
too small. 


Dr. J. P. SHaNLey, honorary secretary, said that the 
journal was coming out in the next few weeks, probably in 
the beginning of July. It would be published every month. 
The members of the Council had accomplished a good 
deal of spade work during the past eight or nine months, 
and he felt that they had during that time built up a repre- 
sentative body which would be the nucleus of a strong 
Union. Concerning travelling expenses, a great deal of 
work had been done from the central office, and it had 
been impossible to carry out visits ; these, however, would 
be made in the future. Dr. Martin, the medical secre- 
tary, had had his hands full during the nine months that 
the Union had been working, but it was intended that, if 
at all possible, Dr. Martin or some other representative of 
the central office should go round the country and give 
whatever assistance he could. On the question of the 
rights of the doctors to nominate their own substitutes, these

matters had all been gone into with the Minister; they 
would like to know of any case in which the nominaticns 
had not been accepted. So far as emergency leave was 
concerned he had been assured that no difficulty would be 
raised by the Department. It was recognized that the 
salaries of the staff were small, but it was hoped to 
raise them. 

On the motion of Dr. T. G. Moornweap, seconded by 
Dr. W. W. Murpny, the report was adopted. 


Election of Officers 


Dr. Conor Maguire, Claremorris, was unanimously 
elected president for another year. As no nomination for 
the office of vice-president had been received in time no 
election could be made, the power to elect passing to the 
Council.

Fees for Diphtheria Immunization 


A discussion on the question of fees for immunization 
against diphtheria was opened by Dr. M. Casry, 
Dungarvan, who said that the Union had already decided 
upon a scale of two guineas per session. They had tried 
every means at their disposal to get that small demand 
sanctioned, but without result. The Department, in his 
opinion, had treated their demands with contempt, and the 
offer that was made was an insult to the profession. The 
Northern Ireland Government was giving 5s. per case, and 
this without any demand being made. They in the South 
of Ireland wanted a new offer made, and if they did not 
obtain their demands by peaceful methods they should 
adopt others. He proposed that the 2s. 6d. demand be 
withdrawn, and that their new demand be 5s. 

Dr. SHANLEY explained that the Union had made various 
attempts to get in touch with the Minister, and had seen 
him once. On two occasions they had seen the Parlia- 
mentary Secretary to the Minister. Their original demand 
was for two guineas per session of twelve cases and a 
figure pro rata per case. They had done their best to 
persuade the authorities to sanction this, but the Depart- 
ment's offer was not even as good as their original demand, 
and he had refused it. 
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Dr. BRADLEY said that he seconded the proposal. They 
should stand by their demands and refuse to do the work. 
Dr. Casey remarked that the returns for his county were 
971 cases. He had calculated the amount of money that 
was allocated by the Local Government Department and 
the Board of Health as £60, and that had to be divided 
between twenty-one doctors. 


Dr. R. J. Row.ette said that in the debate in the 
Dail he had raised the matter with the Minister for Local 
Government and Public Health, pointing out that there 
was grave discontent at the remuneration offered, and the 
Minister had said he would consider facts brought to his 
notice. Figures provided by the Department in Northern 
Ireland and the Ministry of Health in London had been 
forwarded to the Minister. These showed that the 
Northern Ireland Ministry had sanctioned a fee of 2s. 6d. 
per injection. He was told that the method used in 
Northern Ireland was a series of two injections, so that 
the payment amounted to 5s. per case. In Great Britain 
considerable difference in the fees existed, varying from 
5s. to 10s. per case, the cost of the serum being borne by 
the doctors where the higher fees were paid. There 
seemed to be no valid reason why medical men in the 
Irish Free State should be offered less than was paid in 
Northern Ireland and Great Britain. Dr. D. F. 
MacCarthy said that he had learned that the authorities 
in Scotland were paying 7s. 6d. per case. Apart from 
the work entailed there was a considerable legal respon- 
sibility. After further discussion the following resolution 
was moved and carried: ° 

That not less than Ss. per completed case be accepted 
for diphtheria immunization ; that not less than 7s. 6d. per 
completed case be accepted if Schick testing and the keeping 
of statistics be required. Unless the terms are accepted 
within four weeks from this date, June 3, 1937, this offer is 
withdrawn and we refuse to deal any further in the matter. 


Other Matters 


On the motion of Dr. McCartny, Leix, it was agreed 
that the scale of salaries for dispensary medical officers 
should be £300, rising to £500 by increments of £20. Dr. 
Casey proposed that directors of companies should be 
requested to appoint medical officers to give medical atten- 
tion to their employees. The resolution was approved 
and referred to the Council for action. 

The Mepicat SECRETARY announced the result of the 
ballot for electing seven additional members of Council, in 
accordance with By-law 23 (d), as follows: Drs. Alice 
Barry, C. J. Cannon, Patrick Moran, T. T. O'Farrell, 
C. J. O'Leary, A. Ryan, J. V. Ryan. The Medical Secre- 
tary also read the terms of a circular asking for improve- 
ment in medical salaries which had been sent to all Boards 
of Health in the country.

REGISTRATION OF CHIROPODISTS 

Sir,—On the question of principle involved in Mr. Elmslie’s 
letter (Supplement, July 3, p. 7) I need not repeat what I 
have already written. Here we must agree to differ. He 
thinks that official recognition and registration of chiro- 
podists is advisable, whereas in my view such a policy is 
inconsistent with the general attitude of the medical profession 
to unqualified practice and is likely to lead to other “ recog- 
nitions and to misconceptions in the public mind. 

On some of the details of the letter I may be allowed a 
brief comment. The sentence which I quoted from the bond 
to be subscribed by the chiropodists gives the essence of the 
contract and is not sensibly modified by the full text which 
Mr. Elmslie prefers to recite. The Editor at least will recog- 
nize my regard for the limits of his space. Again, everyone 
will welcome the assurance that the Registration Board has 
no desire to restrict the medical practitioner to those 
auxiliaries entered on the Board's list. Individual inquiries 
and experience discover a reliable chiropodist just as they 
discover a reliable nurse or masseur. Misunderstandings 


easily arise, and it is the president of the Society of Chiro- 
podists who, while accepting the proposed restrictions, wrote, 
“this will mean that . .. doctors will in future be required 
to send their patients to a registered chiropodist only.” 
Evidently even presidents sometimes fall into error. 

Mr. Elmslie asks me whether | claim that “no one should 
have his corns cut without consulting a doctor.” Neither | 
nor anyone else, so far as I know, has made such a ridiculous 
assertion. Here the function of the chiropodist, like that of 
the hairdresser, the exponent of physical culture, and the rest, 
is directed to aesthetic or cosmetic values, and the public, 
guided by experience, will make its own selection and accept 
its own responsibility without the help either of the medical 
profession or of the Registration Board. In all these enter- 
prises, however, there is a greater or less tendency to stray 
from aesthetic to diagnostic and therapeutic activities, and 
medical recognition or registration involves, or is taken to 
involve, some degree of approval of these enlargements. 
Restrictions entered on paper or on parchment are apt in 
practice to develop an elastic quality alike in the mind of the 
registered and of his clients. 

Finally Mr. Elmslie accuses me when I mention the claims 
of the opticians of “ unfairness” and of a desire “to create 
prejudice,” though on whom the ™ prejudice” is to fall he 
does not indicate. Surely the chiropodist is not so sensitive 
and delicate a plant that the word “ optician” must not be 
mentioned in his presence. In any event the comparison 
holds as I have stated it, and Mr. Elmslie does not dispute 
it; equally he does not challenge the inconsistency of pro- 
fessional opposition to the one with professional support of 
the other. That the sponsor is in the one instance the 
Minister of Health and in the other the Registration Board 
does not in any sense qualify the principle. 

Some years ago two medical colleagues and I were ap- 
pointed as members of a Departmental Committee to consider 
a Bill for the Registration of Opticians, and the Committee 
reported against the Bill. If and when this proposal is 
repeated medical opposition to it will, I suggest, be seriously 
embarrassed if the advocates of the proposal are able to 
urge that the medical profession has already “ recognized” 
one group of “unqualified” practitioners—namely, chiro- 
podists—who, equally with opticians, profess after special 
training and examination to restrict their activitieS to the 
relief of mechanical defects while claiming competence to 
recognize evidence of disease or, alternatively, to certify the 
absence of it.—I am, etc.,

Sirn,—As one who spoke and voted against the “ recog- 
nition” of chiropodists at the Bournemouth meeting, I do not 
think Mr. R. C. Elmslie in his letter (Supplement, July 3, 
p. 7) is correct in his statement that the majority of the 
meeting “failed to understand the raison d’étre of the Board 
of Registration of Medical Auxiliaries.” In the debate the 
Register of medical auxiliaries was mentioned, but the main 
theme was that the medical profession should accord a 
measure of recognition to approved chiropodists who sub- 
mitted to a limitation of their field of work as stated in Mr. 
Elmslie’s letter. No doubt if “recognition” had _ been 
approved registration would have followed soon after the 
decision; but the motion for “recognition” was lost’ by 
102 votes against 65. Now, three years later, registration of 
approved chiropodists has taken place, and all the arguments 
against “recognition” have been flouted as expressions of 
ignorance or prejudice or stupid conservatism. 

In spite of the hasty registration of approved chiropodists 
there is still an arguable question whether the chiropodist in 
private practice is in the same category as the masseur or 
electrotherapist who works under the direction and control 
of a registered medical practitioner. No doubt the chiropodist 
who works in the orthopaedic department of a hospital under 
the supervision of an orthopaedic surgeon is entitled to be 
on the register of auxiliaries, but the case is different when 
the chiropodist is in independent private practice apart from 
all medical supervision. 

Members of the Incorporated Society of Chiropodists, with 
its long list of distinguished medical men as Honorary Fellows 
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and its longer list of distinguished medical teachers of 
anatomy, physiology, pathology, medicine, and surgery, will 
no doubt feel that they are in honour bound to limit their 
practice to corns, warts, callosities, and bunions. Warts are 
rare on the feet, so that after a training lasting two years and 
heavy fees members will be compelled to make a livelihood 
out of corns, callosities, and bunions. Mr. Elmslie states that 
the training schools and examinations will be inspected by the 
Board of Registration. Supervision of this character by a 
distinguished medical inspector will add to the status and 
importance of the graduate in chiropody, but who will see 
that he does not cross the frontier of the epidermis into the 
forbidden territory of the true skin? 

No, the limitations suggested put too great a strain on poor 
human nature. Recognition and registration of chiropodists 
trained by the medical profession simply means the formation 
of a new specialty—the foot specialist, to whom the public 
will apply more and more for foot troubles. The ordinary 
general practitioner will be regarded as incompetent, and 
although he may not cut many corns for his patients he very 
often cuts his own to his great satisfaction and comfort. and 
without making a mess or getting into trouble as predicted by

OPHTHALMIC BENEFIT 


Sir,—It appears that the Additional Benefits Amendment 
Regulations, 1937, are to become part of the national health 
insurance scheme. Therefore it is imperative in the interests 
of preventive medicine to bring to the notice of the approved 
societies the exact number of their members who, because 
their eyes have not been satisfactorily examined by the 
opticians recognized by the State, eventually seek advice from 
the staffs of voluntary and municipal hospitals. Fortunately 
the machinery for obtaining this information exists, and the 
doctors have only to refer all such cases to the National 
Ophthalmic Treatment Board for the number to be ascer- 
tained, which would settle the present controversy between 
the medical profession and the more reliable sight-testing 
opticians. It must be remembered that the governing council 
of these opticians prevents them from engaging in the mis- 
leading advertising campaign now so prevalent. 

Dr. Thakore (Supplement, July 3, p. 7) has so ably shown 
that there are approximately 800,000 insured people only to 
whom the societies grant ophthalmic benefit annually, and 
this proves the claim of the medical profession that there are 
sufficient doctors qualified to undertake the work. 

Although many feel that the new Regulations are unfortun- 
ate, there can be no doubt that they will serve two useful 
purposes : 

1. Ensure that those entitled to ophthalmic benefit will no 
longer pay exorbitant prices, for the societies must now be 
supplied with full details of the optical appliances required by 
their members, together with their total cost, irrespective of 
whether the whole or a part is to be paid by the socicties. 

2. To draw attention to the fact that the present Minister 
of Health considers that a panel doctor’s contract covers a 
periodic examination, which will ensure that no applicant for 
benefit will have his eyes examined by an optician when they 
require an examination by an ophthalmic medical practitioner. 

This last point will provide Dr. Dain with a new argument 
to support the practitioners’ claim that the insurance capita- 
tion fee should be increased.—I am, etc.,

INSURANCE CAPITATION FEE 


Sir,—Several letters have appeared in your columns since 
the inquiry into the national health insurance capitation fee, 
and they have all shown dissatisfaction with the award. I 
am writing now with the memory of the strenuous work 
required to deal adequately with the average panel (my figure 
is 1,080). One day last week I began with a pit accident at 
2 a.m., when a fractured pelvis was suspected and an imme- 
diate catheterization and x-ray photograph were required. At 


3.30 a.m. I had to deal with a very severe epistaxis and got 
to bed at 4.30; at 9 a.m. I had to face a mixed surgery of 
thirty-two patients, thereafter visiting twenty-two panel and 
private patients, and finishing the day with an evening surgery 
of two hours’ duration. This kind of work and a similar 
amount thereof is being done by practitioners several days 
per week throughout the country, and to our labours have to 
be added a hundred and one other exacting duties so well 
known to anyone in active practice. In this area the general 
practitioners anaesthetize their national health insurance 
patients for major operations performed by consulting sur- 
geons, and are responsible for the after-treatment of these 
patients. 

These points and many others were ably put forward by the 
British Medical Association, but it seems that a contemptuous 
and contemptible predetermination had been arrived at by the 
Ministry of Health not to increase the present miserable capi- 
tation fee. My feeling is one of hostility to the’ Ministry of 
Health, though, like my professional brethren, | will continue 
to do my best for my national health insurance patients. Last 
week the Prime Minister, in justifying the raising of the salaries 
of members of Parliament by £200 per annum, alluded to the 
increasing cost of living ; but of course this consideration must 
not be taken into account in the case of general practitioners! 
The history of the capitation fee is a series of reductions, 
and will continue to be so until with one accord we all resign 
pending such time as we receive even moderately fair treat- 
ment.—lI am, etc.,

Sir,—Your correspondent, Dr. Beauchamp (Supplement, June 
26. p. 416), raised an interesting point. In his penultimate 
paragraph he says: “We must put our own house in order 
with regard to the keeping of records of all ‘A’s’ and 
‘V's’, for on these alone must our remuneration depend 
in the future. We must remember that the figures quoted by 
the Ministry were from the records we kept so badly... .” 
The point is so glaringly obvious that one would have thought 
that it did not need to be stressed but for the fact that we 
disregarded the warning at the previous Court of Inquiry that 
this was the basis on which the Ministry was likely to assess 
our capitation fee in the future. In spite of this, the pro- 
fession as a whole (apparently) made no adequate effort to 
keep a true record so that we could demonstrate the Ministry's 
underestimation of the work done. Experience is proverbi- 
ally a hard school, and we have missed one chance to profit 
by it; we shall be something more foolish than fools if we 
let our next chance slip in the same way. 

But this is to put the matter at its most commercial ; the 
real point of my letter is to make a plea for a much better 
service, On our part, in the matter of records. I have seen 
the clinical notes written in many practices, and in only one 
out of thirty were they adequate; in one the records were 
entirely fabricated immediately before the periodical visit of 
the R.M.O. A brief note written at the time of seeing the 
patient takes only a few seconds and can be of inestimable 
value later. To those who say that the value of such a note 
is slight to the writer himself and nil to anyone else | would 
reply that it depends on the note made, and that we shall 
gain experience in note-making once we start. A full clinical 
note is neither wanted nor necessary, but a few precise facts 
—such as the weight, blood pressure, presence of a murmur, 
findings at an operation, to mention only a few examples— 
may mean the difference between months and weeks of 
sickness, between mere palliation and radical cure. The 
Ministry and the approved societies are not fools, and they 
know these facts as well as we do. Unpleasant as it is, it 
is not surprising that they should judge the profession by its 
frailer members when it suits their convenience to do so. If 
practitioners can show intelligent and well-kept records, with 
clinical notes worthy of the science and art of medicine, we 
shall beat the Ministry on its own ground by honest work 
which has tried to give full measure to the insured, even if 
we feel that our own labour has been underpaid and belittled.
